It  is  understood  that  the  work  is  to 
be  pushed  forward  as  rapidly  ns  pos- 
sible. As  to  the  construction  work  in 
the  Fraser  valley  from  Port  Mann  east, 
Mr.  lloJt  stated  that  rail-laying  will  be 
commenced  as  soon  as  the  C.  N.  R.  roll- 
ing stock  arrived,  which  will  probaBly 
be  by  the  end  of  next  month.

Madero,  Jr.,  as  leader  of  the  revolution, 
the  two  men  met  on  neutral  ground  and 
talked  alone  for  nearly  an  hour.  They 
arranged  the  preliminary  details  of  the 
first  conference,  which  will  begin  at  0 
o'clock  tomorrow.  Judge  Carbajal  flrat 
called  on  General  Navarro,  the  federal 
commander  at  Juarez,  Mexico,  accom- 
panied by  Senors  Branlft  and  Obregon, 
who  have  been  go-betweens  in  the  nego- 
tiations. They  proceeded  by  automobile 
to  the  meeting  place,  where  the  judge 
and  Senor  Obregon  alighted.  Senor 
Branlff  continued  over  the  loose  sands 
beside  the  muddy  Rio  Grande  to  the 
Madero  camp.  A  few  minutes  later 
Madero  entered  thi.  automobile,  wear- 
ing a  felt  hat  around  which  was  a  gaudy 
band  of  colored  ribbon.  He  was  follow- 
ed by  a  troop  of  cavalry,  who  escorted 
him  to  the  meeting  ground.  General 
Pasqual  Orozco  and  Col.  Francisco  Villa 
riding  behind  him.  At  the  meeting 
ground   the  entire   escort   dismounted. 

They  fondled  Uhelr  rifles  at  a  re- 
spectful distance  while  Judge  Carbainl 
and  General  Madero  sat  In  lae  auto- 
mobile arranging  det^tls  of  the  confer- 
ences that  are   to  follow.

ISI  AUSTRALIA 
WANTS  PEOPLE 


Premier  Wilson,  En  Route  to 
Coronation,  Talks  of  Prob- 
lems in  his  State— Encour- 
aging Immigration. 


"If  we  do  not  people  Australia  wo  will 
lose  It,"  said  Hon.  Frank  Wilson.  Pre- 
mier of  Western  Australia,  who  arrived 
by  the  steamer  Zealandia.  of  the  Can- 
adian-Australian  I'ne.  accompanied  by 
Sir  Edward  Wlttenoom,  a  former  pre- 
mier, and  now  member  of  the  Western 
Australian  upper  house.  Mrs.  Wilson, 
Miss  Wilson  and  Miss  Sommers,  daugh- 
ter of  Mr.  Chas.  Sommers,  M.  L,.  C.  and 
Mr.  Treadgold,  private  secretary,  en 
route  to  London  10  ationu  lli«  Coroa 
atlon  of  KL  M.  King  George  V. 

"We   have     a     large     and     sparsely- 
populated   country,   and   It   behooves   us 
to  people  the  country,  and  to  prepare  to 
defend   It.      If   we   do   not   people  It   we 
bh&ll  lose  It.     It  was  not  before  It  was 
necessary  that  Australia  began  Its^  pre- 
parations   for    aerence      by      lo.yln»    ths 
foundations    of    a   Commonwealth    navy 
and  Introduced  compulsory  military  ser- 
vice,   which   is   now    in    force.      I    think 
adequate    defence    an    urgent    necessity. 
While  I   was  at  one   time  a  believer  in 
the   Idea  of  a   contribution   to   the   Im- 
perial navy,  rather  than  the  creation  of 
smaller    navies    for    the    outlying    parts 
of   th«   Bmplre.   I   think   that   with  the 
rapidity  with  which  foreign  powers  are 
now  Increasing  their  navies  It  is  neces- 
sary for  the  oversea  states  and  outlying 
parts  of  the  Empire'   to     commence  at 
once    on    a    strong    naval    policy,    to    go 
right    ahead   and   buUd   navies   of    their 
own,  which  should  be  placed  under  Im- 
perial   control   In   time     of     need.     The 
direction   of   the   Empire  navies   should 
b.i  centralised  In  time  of  necessity,  and 
this  should  be  clearly  understood. 
Problem  of  Immigration 
"Immigration  Is     the     great  question 
before  Western  Australia.     In  that  great 
country  with  mllUons  of  acrjes  and  room 
for  a  vast   population  there  Is  but  300.- 
000    people.      The  government  of  West- 
ern   Australia   is    doing   all    possible    to 
encourage  immigration,  and  new  colon- 
ists, are   arriving   at   the  rate   of   about 
1,000  a  month.     The  policy  adopted  Is  to 
give   the  most  favorable  terms  to  agri- 
cultural  laborers  and   almost  free   pas- 
sages   to    domestic   servants.      I    intend, 
while    premier,    to   encourage   as   far   as 
lies   In   my   power  a   much  greater   tide 
of  Immigration. 

"There  were  reports  recently  from 
Australia  of  some  anxiety  created  by  a 
large  influx  of  .Japanese  to  New  Cale- 
donia and  other  islands  near  Australia," 
said  the  interviewer. 

"I  have  not  heard  much  of  this,  but 
It  is  well  known  in  Australia  that  there 
Is  danger.  The  country  Is  too  sparsely 
populated. 

"The  pearling     industry     of  Western 
Australia,  In  which  over  400  luggers  are 
engaged,  and  the  exports  of  which  am- 
ount   to   opproxlmately    |300,000  a  year 
(about    $1,500,000)      employs      a      large 
number  of  .Tapanese.     The  Federal  gov- 
ernment of  Australia  is  moving  against 
the  employment  of  Japanf<e  in  this  in- 
dustry, and  the  government  of  Australia 
has  decided   that  after   December,   1313. 
owners   of    pearling    bo.its    will    n-»t    be 
permitted  to  use  colored  labor  unless  a 
European  diver  and  tender  are  employ- 
ed  on  each  boat.     I   have  opposed  this. 
It  is  almo.st  impossible  for  the  Industry 
to  u6  carried  on  without  employing  the 
A.slatlcs,  for  sufhclent   white  divers  can- 
not be  secured  to  man  the  luggers. 
"It  is   not  a     question      of     Asiatics 


Mr.    Wilson    said:     "Porsonally    I'm    op- 
posed strongly   to  the  referendum,   feel- 
ing  that  la   a  .state  such   as  oura   there's 
such  a  tremendous  amount  of  local  de- 
velopment walling  attenUon  that  our  »f- 
fiiir.-.   could  not  be   trusted   to  a   central 
Australian  iPKlwlature,  but  require  well- 
informed   looal   adiiilnlstrallon.  The  con- 
trol   of   the    entire    trade    and    commerce 
should   remain   entirely   1"    the   hands   of 
the   state.    To   attempt    to    control    them 
from  a  central  authority   would   be  sui- 
cidal. 

Aa  Ziolated  State 
"It    would    be    dlHa.strau8    to    Western 
Auotralla.    where   a   development    policy 
is  going  on  apace.  We  are  to  a  certain 
extent    Isolated    In    Western    Australia. 
It  Is  four  days  sail  to  South  /  ustralla, 
and    we    havfe     no     railroad    connection 
at    present,     but    are    looking     forward 
to    the    federal    government's    proposed 
construction    of   a    transcontinental    line. 
We  have   many   local    mattera   of    trade 
and  commerce,  the   control   of   our   rail- 
ways which  for  Instance  would  bo  taken 
over,    even   the  question   of  payment  of 
wages,    rates,    etc.,   the    tariff,    and   It   Is 
easy    to    see    how    disastrous    this    pro- 
posed   change    would    bo      to      Western 
Australia.    We  wiii   do    vvtiat   Wo  rin   to 
further    the    construction    of    the    trans- 
continental railroad.  As  soon  as  the  fei- 
eral    line    la    constructed    to    Kalgoorlla 
we    won't    fall    to    take    steps    to    build 
our    portion    down    to    Perth    and    Fre- 
raar.tle    on     tb»    ««.nio    guage.    Whether 
we  win  widen  the  existing  line  or  build 
an    entirely    new    one    htusn't    yet    b*5r. 
decided.   I'm    Inclined   to   think   we'U   ul- 
timately put  down  a  new  line  alongside 
the  present  one,   and  run   the  two.  The 
traffic    will      warrant      the      two      very 
shortly. 

"The  distance  from  Fremantle  to  Kal- 
goorlla Is  about  400  miles.  The  cost 
of  a  new  4  ft.  8  1-2  In.  line  would  be 
about   £1,200,000    to    build    and    equip. 

"If  there's  any  hesitation  or  delay 
about  the  transcontinental  line,"  said 
the  Western  Australia  premier,  "I'll  be 
prepared  to  push  our  line  on  to  the 
border  from  Kalgoorlle.  But  I  think  the 
federal  government  has  made  up  Its 
mind  to   go  on  with  It." 

Mr.  Wilson  spoke  enthusiastically  of 
the  great  agricultural  possibilities  of  his 
Stat*.  There  is,  he  said,  a  great  area 
of  country  lying  between  the  Murchl- 
Bon  and  the  southwestim  coast  admir- 
ably adapted  for  wheat  growing,  dairy 
farming,  fruit  growing,  potato  culti- 
vation and  general  agriculture,  and  they 
are  extremely  anxious  to  encourage  set- 
tlement of  that  kind.  Three  years  ago 
Western  Australia  was  Just  about  be- 
ginning to  grow  jyheat.  This  season 
4,000,000  bushels  were  exported  and  the 
local    requirements    supplied    as  ^  well. 

It  Is  settlers  Western  Australia  la 
seeking  most.  The  organization  In  con- 
nection with  the  reception  of  settlers 
in  the  state  Is  so  complete  that  all  the. 
available  land  Is  not  only  carefully 
marked,  but  It  Is  also  ecourately  chart- 
ed as  to  Its  character,  so  that  Immi- 
grants with  no  great  expert  know- 
ledge can  with  little  or  no  trouble  as- 
certain In  the  lands  office  the  various 
qualities  of  the  lands  ready  for  selec- 
tion. The  State  Agricultural  Bank.  Mr. 
Wilson  observed,  plays  a  great  part  In 
assisting  the  newcomers.  Mjat  of  the 
agricultural  land  is  still  In  the  handp  of 
the  crown,  but  few  resumptions  having 
been    necessary.

The  evening  paper  Is  unable  to  under- 
stand tl»e  oppcsfltlon  of  the  Conserva- 
tives In  Parllanoent  to  the  reciprocity 
agreementv  and  can  cionceivie  of  no  other 
explanation  *tnan  that  monetary  consid- 
erations are  behind  their  resolve  to  per- 
severe in  their  oppoi^tjon  as  long  as 
there  seems  to  be  any  prospect  of  de- 
feating the  measure.  The  situation 
seems  to  be  Uils:  The  Liberals  claim 
that  the  agre.sment  la  a  good  one,  and 
are  determined  to  force  it  through  the 
present  session;  of  Parlllament;  the  Con- 
servatives do  not  believe  it  la  a  good 
thing  for  the  country.  Utnd  are  determin- 
ed, If  poasible.  to  prevent  lis  passage 
through  this  or  any  other  session  of 
Parliament.  A  situation  of  this  kind 
does  not  call  for  any  suggestions  of 
ulterior  motives,  and  If  such  are  to  be 
made  one  side  Is  Just  as  open  to  them 
as  the  other. 

.We  are  told  that  substanUally  every 
one  is  In  favor  of  reciprocity.  If  this 
Is  the  case,  the  government  can  easily 
demonstrate  the  fact  by  appealing  to 
the  people.  That  would  settle  the  ques- 
tion in  a  moment.  Onee  the  people  have 
said  that  they  wa.nt  the  reciprocity 
agreement,  the  Conservative  party  will 
withdraw  all  opposition  to  it.  rese^ying.

exist  fdr  such  a  course. 

We  are  also  told  that  the  reason  why 
the  Conservatives  object  to  reciprocity 
IB  because  they  desire  to  maintain  the 
National  Policy.  If  this  were  their  only 
reason  we  do  not  think  they  would  need 
to  apologize.  The  beat  endorsement  the 
National  Policy  has  ever  had  It  has  re- 
ceived at  the  hands  of  its  avowed  op- 
ponents, the  Liberal. party,  who  having 
come  into  power  on  a  platform  of  free 
trade  have  adopted  one  of  protection  so 
high  that  only  an  .  expert  can  tell 
whether  or  not  It  is  less  than  that  ac- 
corded under  the  Conservative  tariff.

If  he  does  not  go  to 
the  Conference  only  one  of  two  explan- 
ations will  be, possible.  One  of  them  is 
tliat  he  fears  to  trust  Parliament  In  the 
hands  of  his  .colleagues,  and  the  other

such  small  importance  that  his  pre-

Bearing  upon  this  point,  are  the  fol- 
lowing remarks  made  by  f^r.  J.  C.  L. 
Watson,  a  former  Premier  of  Australia, 
in  proposing  a  toast  to  the  Common- 
wealth  navy: 

The  time  was  fast  approaching  when 
all  the  European  natlona  would  be  so 
far  advanced  in  civilization  that  all 
dilutes  between  them  would  be  settled 
by  arbitration.  But  no  matter  what 
general  agreement  was  secured  among 
those  nations  they  must  be  prepared  for 
a  conflict  upon  racial  lines:  that,  he 
feared,  was  a  thing  of  the  not  very  far 
distant  future.  There  were  bright 
prospects  of  peace  among  'European  na- 
tions, but  there  were  no  such  prospects 
as  far  as  the  Eastern  and  colored  races 
were  concerned.  The  Eastern  races  wero 
beginning  to  feel  that  they  couH  de- 
mand concessions  that  Australia  could 
never  grant  with  honor.  They  should 
speak  not  in  a  spirit  of  defiance,  but 
In  a  spirit  of  cold  determination,  to  stand 
up  for  the  rights  they  had  already  won. 
They  had  entered  upon  a  n*>A'  phase  in 
the  defence  of  the  Commonwealth,  and 
they  gloried  to  weloon.a  the  repn'sent- 
atlves  of  the  fir.Ht  un"t  uf  the  Austra- 
lian fleet,  that  they  hoped  to  see  In  ex- 
istence  in    the  near   future. 

Premier  Fisiher,  of  Australia,  dealt 
with  the  same  question  In  the  Common- 
wealth parliament  and   said: 

In  regard  to  the  defence  scheme,  we 
think  we  are  doing  all  that  the  govern- 
meVtt  can  be  expected  to  do.  and  It  Is 
satisfactory  to  find  in  today's  paper 
cabled  reports  that  expert  nas'al  men 
In  England  now  take  the  view  that  my 
government  took  two  years  ago:  that 
the  defence  of  the  Pacific  warranted 
immediate  attention.  The  Opposltlqfi- 
lats  could  talk  ot  nothing  but  trouble  in 
the  North  Sea;  but  in  that,  as  in  many 
other  things,  we  are  a  couple  of  years 
ahead  of  them  in  our  ideas.  We  were 
criticised  for  declining  to  present 
England  with  a  Dreadnought  at  a  time 
when  there  was  a  scare  about  possible 
trouble  with  Germany.  Germany  Is 
not  our  danger.  We  have  to  look  to  the 
Pacific  for  a  menace,  if  there  Is  an»-, 
and  I  consider  we  are  taking  the  right 
steps  to  guard  against  Invasion  or  any 
other  trouble,  which,  although  not  ap- 
parent, might  arise  nearer  at  hand  than 
the  old  world.

AOX^  or  TREES 

'  Collier's  says  that  some  of  the  big 
trees  In  Stanley  Park  are  over  two  hun- 
dred years  old.  "Over"  gives  a  wide 
margin,  and  perhaps  It  may  not  be 
without  Interest  to  mention  a  few  facts 
about  the  age  of  our  trees.  Th^  teat 
of  age  Is  the  number  of  rings  shown  In 
a  cross  section  of  the  trunk.  There  Is 
a  marked  dlftcrence  in  th«  width  fff 
these  rings,  so  much  Indeed,  that  It  has 
been  said  t6  be  possible  to  tell  the  char- 
acter of  the  weather  during  past  years 
by  noting  the  growth  made.  Compar- 
atively .imall  trees  show  great  age.  The 
rings  on  the  stump  of  an  oak  tree  near 
Victoria  less  than  eighteen  inches  in 
diameter  were  upwards  of  150,  Indicat- 
ing a  life  for  the  tree  of  more  than  a 
century  and  a  half.  As  the  tree  had 
been  cut  for  at  least  twenty-flvo  years 
and  some  of  the  outer  rings  had  rotted 
off,  the  chances  are  that  this  oak  wa.s 
a  sapling  when  Queen  Anne  was  en  the 
throne.  The  Colonist  has  been  told  of  a 
Douglas  fir  in  the  stump  of  which  more 
than  400  rings  could  be  counted.  Thl.s 
tree  began  to  grow  when  Henry  VII. 
was  reigning.  It  stood  near  the  bank  of 
n  stream  and  six  feet  below  it  and  pro- 
jcctlnfr  out  of  a  gravel  bed  was  a  huge 
f.iUcn  tivM>.

I'r»«ldent  of  Henry  Oeorge  lecture  As- 
sociation Visiting  City 


Mr.  Clarence  Robson,  manager  of  the 
Sheffield  Choir's  tour  through  Canaila 
is  in  the  city  on  business,  connected 
with  the  forthcoming  visit  of  that  or- 
ganization to  Victoria.  Mr.  Robson 
informed  the  Colonist  last  evening  that 
he  had  made  arrangements  with  Man- 
ager H-  B.  Jackson  of  the  Empress 
Hotel,  to  accommodate  the  two  hun- 
dred and  twenty  British  singers  at  the 
C.  P-  R-  hostelry. 

Speaking  of  the  choir's   visit   to   the 
city,  Mr.  Robson  said: 

"Applications  are  pouring  in  for  re- 
served seats  at  the  Choir  concerts  to 
be  given  on  May  17,  18  and  19th  in  the 
Drill  Hall.  Appearances  indicate  that 
immense  as  the  concert  hall  Is,  each 
performance  will  be  crowded  to  ca- 
pacity- It  would  be  well  that  the  pub- 
lic, or  those  members  of  it  who  have 
not  already  taken  time  by  the  forelock, 
should  send  their  bookings  in  imme- 
diately. A  number  of  the  applications 
received  jure  for  seats  to  accommodate 
parties  of  a  score  or  more,  one  even 
having  come  in  for  no  less  than  a  hun- 
dred- All  applications  are  being  at- 
tended to  in  order  of  receipt,  so  the 
best  seats  In  the  hall  are  rapidly  being 
snapped  up.  However,  as  the  acous- 
tics of  the  building  are  excellent,  there 
Is  no  reason  why  even  the  most  tardy 
of  applicants  should  be  dissatisfied 
with  their  seats.

In  the  course 
of   an    interview    Mr.    Monroe    said: 

"The  Henry  George  men  are  very  en- 
tthusJastic     over     the    iprograss    of     the 
movement    in    Canada    and    tlie    United 
States.        The    growth    of    radical    Ideas 
during  the  past  few  years  has  been  as- 
tonishing, especially  to  those  who  have 
not    been    deeply    interested    in    reform 
and    who    are    therefore    not   acquainted 
with   the  Intelllgei&t  and  energetic  work 
that  has  been  done.   The  Henry  George 
men  believe  that  to  abolish  every  form 
of   legal   privilege   Is   all   that   is   neces- 
sary,    and     we    propose    to    accomplish 
our   end   by   abolishing   these   privileges 
one  at  a   time   as   rapidly   as   possible." 
The   entire  propaganda  of   the   Henry 
George    association     is     leading    up     to 
the   anticipated   final   adoption    throtigh- 
out  this  continent  of  th«  law  of  single 
tax.

Is  It  not  better 
that  she  should  make  the  little  she  has 
suffice  for  her  own  want.s  and  those  of 
her  family  than  that  she  ihould  be- 
come a  wage  earner  at  the  sacrifice  of 
home  love  and  home  duties.  The  bafcy 
who  Is  cared  for  by  a  day  nuue,  If  It 
Is  kindly  and  wisely  tended.  Is  not 
likely  to  have  the  same  affection  for 
Its  mother  as  If  it  had  to  look  to  her 
for  the  supply  of  ItB  needs.

As  the 
season  advances  there  will  be  a  larger 
city  population  and  a^decreased  supply 
Of  milk  In  the  majority  of  dairies. 
During  the  past  two  seasons  a  number 
of  babies  have  been  suddenly  and 
mysteriously  carried  off  by  sickness. 
Rightly  or  wrongly  there  is  an  im- 
preH.slon  abroad  that  artificial  means 
have  been  taken  to  preserve  the  milk 
given    to   little   children. 

All  housekeepers  know  that  the  ma- 
jority of  dairymen '  near  Victoria  are 
honest,  so  far  as  the  quality  of  the 
milk  is  concerned.  The  milk  they  sell 
Is  not  diluted  with  water  nor  mixed 
with  milk  from  the  separator.  '  We 
haveTalth  enough  to  believe  that  what 
the  owners  of  the  dairies  believe  are 
reasonable  precautions  are  taken  to 
keep  the  milk  free  from  contamination. 
Hut  it  Is  too  much  to  take  for  granted 
that  all  those  who  sell  milk  are  to  be 
relied  on  to  consider  the  Interests  of 
their  customers  rather  than  their  own. 
One  unprincipled  milk  dealer  can  do  a 
great  amount  of  harm.  While  healthy 
children  may  not  be  Injured  by  milk 
that  has  been  exposed  to  i^erms,  either 
in  the  stable  or  In  the  street,  the  deli- 
cate baby  may  be  snatched  away  by 
the  disease  which  Is  caused  and  fed  by 
its  food.  What  an  Ignorant  and  un- 
principled employee  may  regard  as  a 
harmless  quantity  of  preaervatlvfi  may 
ho  sufficient  to  cause  illness  and  per- 
haps death  in  many  homes.  What 
guarantee  has  the  public  of  Victoria 
that  such  an  In.-^pectlon  of  dairies  and 
of  the  milk  sold  on  the  streets  Is  con- 
stantly carried  on  as  will  ensure  the 
purity  of  the  milk  which  is  the  prin- 
cipal food  of  moat  of  Its  Infants'?  If 
test.s  are  made  regularly,  not  only  for 
the  richness  of  milk,  but  for  its  free- 
dom frqm  contamination,  mothers 
ought  to  know  .that  needless  anxiety 
may  be  avoided.  If  this  Is  not  done 
now,  not  a  day  should  be  lost  In  mak- 
ing the  regulations  which  will  safe- 
guard the  liealth  of  the  children  and 
to  a  great  extent  that  of  the  whole 
community. 


it  possible,  to  do  either  the  one  or  the 
other.  The  little  girl  who  must  be  sent 
on  errands  will  very  rarely  be  molested 
or  annoyed  as  long  as  she  does  not 
loiter  on  the  way.  The  old  story  of 
Bed  Riding  Hood  teaches  the  little  peo- 
ple a  lesson  which  needs  no  explanation. 
It  Is  a  poor  home  in  which  a  girl  has 
grown  to  be  a  maiden  without  having 
her  own  friends,  who  are  also  those  of 
her  parents.  It  Is,  however,  wise  for  a 
mother  or  older  sister  to  be  a  frequent 
companion  df  the  little  girl  who  spends 
the  afternoon  on  a  pleasure  excursion. 
It  should  be  an  Invariable  rule  that  a 
child  must  never  go  Into  the  city  alone 
at  night  unless  on  some  urgent  errand. 
All  these  seem  simple  things  to  say, 
and  to  many  mothers  such  advice  may 
seem  needless  and  e,ven  Impertinent.  Yet 
scarcely  a  day  passes  without  proof 
tliat  In  all  our  cities  mothers  give  their 
daughters  liberty  for  which  they  are 
not  fitted.  Victoria  Is  no  worse  than 
other  cities  In  this  respect,  but  the  need 
of  more  wise  and  loving  control  and 
oversight  of  girls  between  the  ages  of 
ten  and  fourteen  are  apparent  to  every 
observer.  To  give  this  Is  the  first  duty 
of  fathers  and-moihers.  Neither  wtwiUh 
nor  position  nor  any  other  worldly  ad- 
vantage can  make  up  to  any  girl  for  the 
lack  of  a  good  upbringing.

Vo  areat  Snrpltis  of  XSnglistawomen 
For  many  months  we  have  been  told 
over  and  over  that  there  were  a  million 
]  nnd  a  half  women  In  England  who 
could  not  marry,  for  the  simple  reason 
that  there  were  no  men  to  marry  them 
In  the  country.  We  have  had  pictures 
of  villng-e  homes  from  which  the  young 
men  had  gone  into  the  army,  the  navy 
or  the  oversea  Dominions,  and  where 
daughters  were  left  to  eat  their  hearts 
out  In  enforo»!d  Idleness.  Now  a  writer 
In  the  Ladles'  Page  of  the  Illustrated 
I/ondon  News  tells  us  that  we  hare  all 
received  an  absurdly  wrong  Impression 
from  the  .statements  which  have  been 
given  such  wide  publicity,  and  that 
women,  who  are  willing  to  work  In  do- 
mestic (icouj)aLiun«  need  not  be  Idle  In 
England.  The  following  extract  gives 
this  writer's  point  of  view,  which  It  Is 
well  that  those  Canadians  should  con- 
sider who  believe  that  there  .are  t'reat 
numbers  of  women  in  the  old  land  who 
only  want  the  opportunity  to  emigrate 
to  Canada: 

"The  truth  Is  that  at  the  last  census 
there  wero  only  about  six  women  more 
than  men  in  every  hundred  of  the  pop- 
ulation; or,  to  put  the  fact  In  another 
way,  for  every  thousand  men  and  wo- 
men, to  pair  ofl,  there  were  sixty-two 
'odd  women  out.'  Even  this  compar- 
atively small  disproportion,  however.  Is 
not  the  exact  truth,  for  In  the  census 
British  men  who  happen  to  be  out  of 
the  country  temporarily  are  not  Includ- 
ed, and  these  are  a  large  number.  Thus 
the  full  strength  of  both  the  army  and 
navy  nt  the  moment  on  foreign  service 
Is  not  Included;  or  are  all  the  men  In 
the  mercantile  marine;  nor  commercial 
men  who  are  travelling  to  buy  or  sell 
In  other  lands  on  the  fixed  day.  Allow- 
ing for  all  these,  and  also  bearlnic  In 
mind  that  a  large  number  of  the  wonten 
who  will  seem  on  the  ommuh  paper  to 
t>e  HUpemumerartes  are  In  reality  elder- 
ly widowH  who  now  practically  out  ■at 
the  account.  It  Will  h*  BMn  that  tli«r« 


Scarcity  of  Teachers 
There  is  at  present  a  dearth  of  teach- 
ers in  every  province  of  Canada.  The 
west  has  been  drawing  from  the  east 
for  many  years.  The  need  In  other  fields 
for  men  of  enterprise,  ability  and  edi^- 
catlon  has  taken  from  the  schools  the 
young  men,  who  In  a  former  genera- 
tion would  have  apent  the  greater  part 
of  their  lives  In  the  schoolroom.  Out- 
side of  the  home,  teaching  was  for- 
merly the  only  occupation  open  to  edu- 
cated women.  Now,  no  girl  need  teach 
for  a  living  unless  she  feels  she  Is 
specially  fitted  for  the  work.  That  there 
will  be  no  lack  of  occupation  In  our 
own  country  for  every  man  and  woman 
who  has  the  gift  of  Imparting  know- 
ledge and  the  still  more  essential  power 
of  directing  and  controlling  children,  Is 
manifest.  It  Is  plain,  too,  that  ns  the 
value  of  tabor  In  other  callings  in- 
creases, teachers'  salaries  must  go  up 
In  parts  of  Canada  It  has  been  thought 
that  Oreat  Britain  could  supply  our  de- 
ficiencies In  this  respect.  Indeed,  Sas-, 
katchewan  and  Alberta  have  recently 
placed  a  number  of  English  teachers 
in  charge  of  some  of  their  public 
schools.  That  this  source  of  supply  l.s 
exhausted,  or  almost  so.  Is  Indicated 
by  a  report  of  the  board  of  education 
of  Great  Britain,  recently  published  In 
the  London  Times.  In  this  we  are  told 
not  only  that  there  are  not  enough  cer- 
tificated teachers  to  fill  vacancies  In 
the  staffs  of  the  schools  but  that  the 
serious  fall  In  the  number  of  young 
persons  entering  upon  pupll-teacher."»hlp 
and  bursarshlp  add  to  the  gravity  of  the 
problem  from  the  public  point  of  view. 
Later  figures  are  now  available  and 
they  indicate  that  the  situation  Is  even 
more  serious  than  it  appeared  lost 
year. 

This  Is  more  a  matter  of  surprise  as 
in  England  schoolmasters  and  -"SVihool- 
mlslresses  make  a  very  comfortable  liv- 
ing. In  looking  forward  to  the  future 
both  parent.s  and  governmental  ^'ould  do 
well  to  give  this  matter  serious  con- 
«!d»r^tlon.  .'^pbools  will  continue  to  in- 
crease rapidly  in  all  part,«!  of  western 
Canada.  No  worthy  ambition  can  be 
placed  before  any  girl  than  that  of  be- 
coming a  really  good  teacher  and  there 
ai'e  btit  few  more  important  positions, 
which  able  men  can  fill.  It  will  be  the 
part  of  tl|>  wise  government  to  see 
Miat  In  devoting  their  Uvea  to  thrlr 
work  of  education  young  people  will  not 
make   too  great  a  pecuniary  sacrifice.

The  Trades  and  Labor  Council  held 
its  regular  meeting  last  evening  at  La- 
bor hall,  a  meeting  which  was  largely 
attended.  Credentials .,  were  read  from 
the  building  trades  council,  appointing 
their   representative. 

Communications  were  read  from  the 
city  clerk  stating  that  c.ie  fire  chief  had 
not  received  any  oomnjunlcation  or  ap- 
plication from  Mr.  Poole,  and  one  from 
the  Brewery  Workers*  International 
Union  of  Keattle  Informing  tihe  council 
that  Mr.  Ben  Barfuss  had  left  for  Vic- 
toria to  organize  the  brewery  workers 
of  this  city.  The  communication  was 
received  and  referred  to  the  organizing 
committee.  A  communication  from  the 
city  librarian,  Dr.  J.  G.  Hand,  informing 
the  council  that  the  llbr».--y  commis- 
sioners were  willing  to  accept  the  re- 
commendation for  the  purchase  of  new 
books.  A  library  committee  was  ap- 
pointed to  confer  with  the  librarian  in 
the  selection  of  certain  text  books,  th<j 
committee  being  Messrs.  McEachern  and 
Clack  McMahon.  A  communication 
from  the  cooks  and  waiters  and  wait- 
resses asked  the  council  to  endorse  tlheir 
new  schedule  of  wages,  effective  May 
15.  It  was  movd  that  the  communica- 
tion be  received  jand  filed  and  the  rates 
of  wages  In  the  new  agreement  with 
their  employers  be  endorsed,  and 
that  the  union  men  of  the  city 
be  urged  to  give  their  support  to 
union  shops  only.  This  was  carried. 
A  communication  from  the  Trades  and 
Labor  Congress  of  Canada  asking  the 
remittance  of  the  second  instalment  of 
the  per  capita  tax  and  reminding  the 
council  of  the  necessity  of  watdhful  and 
active  vigilance  In  Dominion  and  Pro- 
vincial legislation  Wfta  received,  the 
necessary  contribution  being  made.  A 
letter  from  Mr.  G.  H.  Barnard,  M.  P., 
acknowledged  the  secretary's  communi- 
cation of  the  ifith  ultimo,  asking  his 
views  upon  the  bill  bill  before  the  Do- 
minion house  abolishing  the  election 
deposit.  In  replying,  Mr.  Barnard  said 
wbllfi  he  would  not  feeV  Inclined  to  say 
positively  how  he  would  vote  upon  the 
question  without  hearing  It  fully  dis- 
cussed, but  that  he  at  present  felt  in- 
clined to  support  the  bill. 

A  communication  wos  received  and 
fllr>d  from  the  Amalgamated  Society  of 
Carpenters  and  Joiners  stating  that  after 
hB.vlng  given  their  cmp.oyers  two 
months'  notice  for  a  raise  In  wages 
from  »4  to  J4.50  per  day,  that  they  have 
b<fcn  compelled  to  go  out  on  strike  and 
asking  the  support  of  tha  council  in  the 
efforts  to  secure  recognition  of  their 
application.  On  being  put  to  the  meet- 
._j.  tijc  stand  of  «hc  carpenters  was  en- 
dorsed' and  the  affiliated  unions  are 
called  upon  to  give  their  most  hwtf 
lupporl  in  every  possible  manner. 

A  warm  discussion  took  place  over 
the  letter  of  the  city  clerk  whoreln 
the  chief  of  the  fire  department  denied 
having  sent  Mr.  Poole  to  Mr.  Aiken  for 
a  recommendation  to  a  position  on  the 
fire  department.  The  attitude  of  tlu- 
marine  engineers  toward  labor  came  in 
for  criticism  incidentally  and  the  com- 
mittee having  this  matter  in  hand  was 
Instructed  to  take  up  the  question  with 
that  organt'et'on-  It  was  also  docided 
to  communicate  with  the  city  council 
to  the  effect  that  two  members  of  this 
council  are  prepared  to  make  affidavit 
that  they  have  bet-n  referred  to  Mr. 
Alkwn  for  endorsatlon  for  positions  in 
the  fire  department  and  that  the  coun- 
cil objects  to  authority  being  exercised 
by  Mr.  Aiken  or  the  organization  he 
represents   making   civic  appointments.

This  short  but  full  explanation  of 
the  lack  of  hall  news  was  flashed  fioTi 
Vancouver,  Spokane  and  Seattle  yester- 
day afternoon.  None  of  the  North- 
western League  matches  could  be  play- 
ed because  at  each  of  these  centres 
the  heavens  were  weeping  copiously. 
So  the  crowd  which  assembled  about 
the  Colonist  bulletin  boards  about  the 
hour  that  the,  lirst  reports  usually 
are^:  received  found  instead  of  figures 
the'  word  'POSTPONKD"  and  turned 
away  disappoinUd  but,  as  one  fan  put 
it,  comforted  by  the  rel'.ectlon  that  Vic- 
toria at  least  hsis  hvoKo.i  even  with  the 
Seattle  Giants     for  two  days  running. 

Local  officials  are  busy  discussing 
the  arrangements  for  the  opening  day 
in  Victoria.  Just  what  will  be  done 
hasn't' beei^  definitely   decided  but  there 


ig  •">  doubt  that  the  Fifth  Regiment 
band  will  he  engaged  to  head  a  parade 
that  will  consist  of  local  civic  ofHcials. 
the  office  holders  and  board  of  direc- 
tors of  the  Victoria  club.  Manager 
Lynch,  of  the  visiting  team,  the  active 
Islanders  and  Indians,  and  a  large  con- 
course of  enthusiastic  fans.  The  pro- 
cession will  march  through  the  princi- 
pal streets  of  the  city  so  that,  although 
the  peoples'  representatives  couldn't 
see  their  way  clear  to  declare  a  half 
holiday,  there  won't  be  anyone  able  to 
say  that  he  or  she  didn't  know  that 
basebtiU  had  struck  the  town  in  earnest.

MELBOURNE.  Australia,  May  3. — 
Richard  Arnst,  of  New  Zealand,  the 
world's  sculling  champion,  has  signed 
articles  to  row  Harry  Poarce,  the  Aus- 
tralian champion  oarsman,  for  the 
world's  cfiamplonshlp  on  the  Parramat- 
ta  River  In  July,  for  £500  a  side.  Both 
men  will  sta'-t  tralnlnglmmediately  for 
the  contest.  The  distance  will  be  three 
miles,  the  usual  world's  course,  which 
has  been  sculled  since  1813,  with  only 
two  exceptions,  when  the  distance  was 
two  and  a  half  miles. 

Arnst  rowed  a  match  against  Pearce 
two  years  ago,  winning  after  a  good 
performance,  nnd  will  be  a  strong  fa- 
vorite In  the  next  race.  It  was  then 
he  challenged  Webb,  at  thet  time  cham- 
pion of  the  world,  and  -won.  Arn.st 
has  held  the  title  since  December, 
1908.  He  is  twentw-seven  years  of  age 
and  was  bom  at  Littleton,  Christ- 
church,  New  ZeaJancl.  Last  year  he 
defeated  Krnest  Barry,  the  EnglUsh 
rower,  on  the  Zambesi  River,  South 
Africa,    winning    by    two    lengths.

An  incident  of  the  vojage  of  the 
steamer  was  the  blrt.*!  nn  toard,  when 
one  day  out  of  Honolulu,  of  Miss 
Zealandla  Phillips  Rutherford,  to  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  J.  S  Sutherford  of  Nenaimo, 
who  were  third  cl»3S  passengers  from 
the  Antipodes.  A  purse  was  taken  up 
on  board  fo^  the  infant  and  wlien  the 
siteamer  was  on  the  way  t>  Vlctorl/i 
the  baby  was  christened  "Zealandla  Phil- 
lips." the  last  name  in  'lonor  lOf  Capt. 
J.  D.  8.  Phillips,  who  acteil  as  god- 
father. Venerable  Archdeacon  Bloor 
christened  the  child. 

A  stowaway  was  brought  from  Hono- 
lulu. He  was  locke^  up  in  a  room  on 
upper  deck.  He  was  captured  by  the 
agents  at  Honolulu,  and  the  company 
saved  $1000  by  the  capture,  having 
given  a  bond  to  that  amount  It  was 
last  December  that  the  stowaway  went 
from  Vancouver  and  with  four  others 
who  were  found  on  board  he  was  shut 
In  a  stateroom  by  the  ship's  officers. 
On  arrival  at  Honolulu  he  and  two 
other  slim  ones  squeezed  out,  while 
two  fat  oftes  could  not  and  perforce 
had  to  remain.  One  was  caught  and  a 
third  was  found  working  at  Water- 
town,  near  Honolulu  and  captured.  He 
wns  returned  by  the  agents  who  now 
recover  the  bond  of  $1000. 

Shortly  before  the  Zealandla  left 
Honolulu,  two  "pirates"  were  captured. 
Sterling  McDanlel  of  Denver  and  Jes- 
sie Moors  of  Salt  Lake  Cltj*.  two  marines 
deserted,  stole  away  at  night  from  their 
camp,  boarded  the  Japanese  powfcr 
sampan  Kenyel  Maru  and  made  ofT  with 
it,  thinking  while  the  fumes  of  strong 
drink  were  upon  them  to  voyage  to 
.Snn  Francisco.  A  fleet  of  Japanese  sam- 
pans went  after  the  "buccaneers,"  who 
were  found  the  next  day  at  sea,  waving 
dlBtrsrtB  slsrnals.  one  on  his  Uncos  pray- 
ing. The  captured  vessel  was  returned 
to  Honolulu  and  the  two  marines  placed 
under  arrest  charged  wUh  piracy.

No  trace  was  found  or  any  survivor 
of  the  steamer  Yongala  which  went 
down  in  a  gale  off  the  Queensland  coast, 
according  to  advices  brought  by  the 
Zealandla.  Search  steamers  located  the 
actual  scene  of  the  disaster  at  Nares 
rock  on  the  Barrier  reef,  where  part 
of  the  rock  was  found  dlslo'Sged  by 
the  impact  of  the  steamer  and  come 
copper  from  the  lost  vessel's,  together 
with  her  stern  light.

Navigation  on  the  Skeena  coramenoed 
before  the  Prince  George  left  the  north 
and  her  officers  stated  that  largQ  num- 
bers watched  the  first  steamers  leave. 

That  this  season  will  be  the  last  year 
when  the  navigation  of  the  Skeena  will 
be  of  any  importance  to  the  great  in- 
terior country  is  a  well  known  fact 
among  those  interested  in  the  northern 
country.  The  Grand  Trunk  railroad  is 
now  at  mile  102.  and  by  the  first  of 
the  month  will  be  operating  passenger 
and  freight  trains  to  almost  that  point. 
By  the  end  of  September  It  is  expected 
that  the  tunnel  at  the  big  canyon  win 
be  finished  and  the  road  will  be  laid 
into  Hazelton  by  the  next  spring.  Be- 
cause of  the  long  time  consumed  by 
the  river  boats  in  reaching  Hazelton  it 
is  not  thought  that  the  steamers  can 
enter  in  competition   with   the  railroad.

LOSS  ON  ALBION 


After      Hagotlations      Xxtanding-      OTar 

Sevan  Months  Inanrara  Admit  Tug 

Was   Total   I<oaa 


After  negotiations  extending  over 
seven  months,  the  Insurance  companies 
which  carried  $14,000  on  the  British  tug 
Albion,  have  decided  to  pay  the  losR,  an 
amicable  settlement  having  been  reach- 
ed. This  case  is  almost  Identical  with 
that  of  the  steamer  Yucatan,  wrecked 
In  Alaskan  waters  last  year,  although 
of  course  the  amount  of  insurance  In- 
volved is  only  about  one-twentieth  of 
that  on  the  Yuentan.  However,  the 
points  at  Issue  were  practically  the 
same. 

The  Albion  was  blown  ashore  In  a 
terrific  storm  in  Jervis  Inle.t,  September 
30.  1910.  The  vessel  was  owned  by  the 
Vancouver  Towing  antl  lightering  Co., 
J.  H  Greer,  manager.  The  owners  con- 
tended that  the  vessel  was  a  construct- 
ive total  loss,  a  question  which  the  In- 
surance companies  were  not  willing  to 
concede.  The  vessel  whs  salved  at  a 
cost  of  $3,800  by  the  Vancouver  Dredg- 
ing and  Salvogc  Co.,  and  towed  to  Van- 
couver, where  she  now  lies.  While  the 
owners  contended  that  the  vessel  was 
a  hopeless  wreck  nnd  consequently  they 
were  entitled  to  their  money,  the  un- 
derwriters. tJhlnking  It  possible  to  make 
repiilra.  Iind  the  Albion  hauled  out,  sur- 
veyed !»nd  appraised.  It  Is  asscrtpd  by 
representatives  of  the  owners  that  they 
would  have  preferred  to  have  had  the 
vessel  returned  to  them  repaired,  but 
knowing  this  to  he  Impossible,  they 
pressed  their  claim  for  a  settlement. 

While  the  evssel  was  hauled  out,  tha 
underwriters  rece'ved  an  informal  eatl- 
mate  of  $12,000  for  repairs.  However, 
after  formal  tenders  "Were  received,  the 
lowrat  bid  wa«  (22,000.     This  la  explain- 


ed by  the  statement  Chat  the  first  bid 
did  not  include  new  equipment,  being 
based    only    on    actual    repair    work. 

Unable  to  secure  a  better  figure  for 
repairs,  the  underwriters  had  to  ad- 
mit the  claim  of  constructive  total  loss. 
They  said  the  wreck  to  the  salvage  com- 
pany in  consideration  of  $500  and  that 
firm's  bill  of  $3,800  for  salvage  ex- 
penses. 

As  the  Albion  was  insured  on  a  pol- 
icy valuation  of  $18,000.  the  owners 
receive  their  share  of  tlie  proceeds  or 
4-18ths  of  $500,  $111.  In  addition  to  their 
insurance  of  $14,000.  The  risk  was 
placed  in  the  Seattle  market  .being  car- 
ried by  the  Standard  Marine,  Canton, 
Pacific  Marine  and  C.  E.  Dickinson's 
companies.  Th  hull  of  the  Albion  is 
beyond  repair  and  will  be  broken  up. 
TIhe  boiler  and  portions  of  the  machin- 
ery have  been  salved  and  probably  can 
be   used.
